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Future  of  Oak  Street  building  still  uncertain 

BRA  and  NEMC  will  meet  in  effort  to  resolve  dispute

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)  and  the  New  England  Medical 
Center  (NEMC)  will  attempt  to  resolve  a 
dispute  over  the  future  of  28-36  Oak 
Street  in  out-of-court  discussions  prior  to 
a  September  1  hearing. 

Last  month,  NEMC  was  granted  a  tem¬ 
porary  restraining  order  stopping  the 
BRA  from  naming  the  Quincy  School 
Community  Council  as  the  final 
redeveloper  of  the  Oak  Street  site.  In  a 
suit  filed  aginst  the  BRA  in  Suffolk 
Superior  Court,  the  medical  center  charg¬ 
ed  that  a  1965  South  Cove  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  and  a  1966  Cooperation 
Agreement  required  the  BRA  to  sell  the 
Oak  Street  site,  as  well  as  adjacent  BRA 
sites,  to  the  hospital. 

The  Oak  Street  site  -  which  contains 
two  connected  buildings  and  a 
playground  -  has  been  used  by  the  Quincy 
council  since  1969.  By  next  year,  the 
council  will  have  expended  about 
$337,500  to  renovate  the  site,  which  is 
currently  used  for  child  care  and  English 
as  a  Second  Language  programs. 

While  the  BRA  and  Mayor  Raymond 
Flynn  believe  that  all  city-owned  land  in 
the  area  should  be  used  for  Chinatown 
housing,  NEMC  suggests  that  the 
available  land  in  the  vicinity  of  Oak  Street 
could  be  used  for  both  hospital  and  com¬ 
munity  purposes.  The  hospital  says  the* 
land  could  be  used  for  up  to  150  new  beds 
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as  well  as  for  community  housing  and 
services. 

Earlier  this  month,  the  Quincy  council 
condemned  the  hospital’s  legal  action  in  a 
demonstration  in  front  of  NEMC’s  Har¬ 
rison  Avenue  entrance  in  which  members 
of  the  Chinatown  community  carried 
signs  and  chanted  slogans. 

Lawland  Long,  executive  director  of 
the  Quincy  council,  said  last  week  that  a 
court  hearing  on  the  matter  had  been 
rescheduled  at  NEMC’s  request  from  Ju¬ 
ly  8  to  September  1  to  allow  the  BRA  and 
NEMC  to  discuss  their  differences  out  of 
court.  “We  have  to  think  about  what 
we’re  going  to  do  next,”  said  Long,  ad¬ 
ding  that  he  was  hopeful  the  “BRA  and 
NEMC  can  resolve  it.” 

Last  week  BRA  director  Stephen  Coyle 
reaffirmed  the  city’s  support  for 
Chinatown,  saying  that  the  BRA  wants  to 
use  the  land  it  owns  near  the  Oak  Street 
building  for  housing.  Coyle  said  that  “in¬ 
stitutional  expansion”  and  not  control  of 
the  Oak  Street  building,  was  the  real  issue 
in  the  city’s  dispute  with  NEMC. 

“I  think  there’s  a  misconception  that 
they  (NEMC)  have  a  strong  case,”  Coyle 
said.  “They  don’t  have  a  strong  case.” 
He  added  that,  “There’s  never  been  a 
proposal  (by  NEMC)  submitted  to  us  that 
complies  with  the  urban  renewal  plan.” 

Saying  that  the  neighborhood  has 
changed  since  the  1960’s  when  the

Cultural  plan  envisions  new  neighbor  for  Chinatown 


Promises  jobs  and  housing  for  Asian  community

The  city  last  week  released  an  am¬ 
bitious  Midtown  Cultural  District  Plan 
that  has  the  potential  to  squeeze  out  the 
Combat  Zone  and  open  Chinatown’s 
borders  to  a  more  inviting  neighborhood. 

At  the  same  time, the  Boston  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Authority  (BRA)  plan  to  upgrade 
the  blighted  area  at  Chinatown’s  borders 
is  also  viewed  by  some  in  the 
neighborhood  as  a  possible  catalyst  to 
higher  real  estate  prices  and  potential 
gentrification,  as  well  as  traffic  increases 
and  the  construction  of  high-rise  towers 
on  Chinatown’s  borders  • 

During  a  hearing  last  Thursday  in  City 
Council  chambers,  representatives  from 
numerous  cultural  and  community  groups 
from  across  the  city  testified  on  behalf  of 
the  plan. 

While  city  councilman  James  Kelly 
cautioned  the  BRA  against  being  overly 
restrictive  in  setting  size  limits  on 


developments  in  the  district,  and  Carlton 
Sagara  of  the  Asian  American  Resource 
Workshop  declined  to  give  outright  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  plan,  the  BRA  plan  in 
general  received  enthusiastic  support 
-especially  from  the  city’s  arts  communi¬ 
ty,  which  was  a  major  factor  in  its  crea¬ 
tion. 

At  the  heart  of  the  plan,  which  is 
outlined  in  a  book  distributed  at  the  hear¬ 
ing,  there  is  a  lengthy  BRA  discussion  of 
Chinatown’s  future  and  the  effects  that 
the  plan  will  have  on  it. 

The  Midtown  plan  calls  for  a  mixed  use 
district  that  would  include  10  new 
theaters  for  non-profit  arts  groups,  visual 
arts  facilities,  new  public  spaces  and 
pedestrian  oriented  streets  lined  with 
restaurants,  shops  and  nightclubs,  as  well 
as  new  offices,  residences  and  hotels. 

The  cultural  district  plan,  along  with 
new  midtown  zoning,  is  meant  to  offer  a 
somewhat  flexible  scheme  for  the 


development  of  the  area  in  the  coming 
years.  A  major  component  of  the  district 
plan  is  the  idea  of  offering  developers 
greater  heights  and  densities  in  return  for 
community  benefits  -  specifically 
Chinatown  benefits. 

Running  from  downtown  crossing  to 
Bay  Village  and  along  the  Essex  Street 
corridor  to  South  Station,  the  district  in¬ 
cludes  the  theater  district  and  the  Combat 
Zone.  The  plan  would  allow  high-rise 
towers  only  at  specific  locations. 

Calling  Chinatown  the  “central 
reference  point  in  the  planning  process,” 
the  plan  offers  a  lengthy  analysis  of  the 
effect  that  development  of  the  district  will 
have  on  Chinatown. 

A  major  benefit  to  Chinatown  would 
be  projected  linkage  money  from  district 
development  to  build  affordable  housing 
in  Chinatown.  The  BRA  has  a  plan  to

A  new  voice  for  Lowell’s  Cambodians

When  Bunthan  Eang  arrived 
in  Lowell  last  winter,,  it  wasn’t 
long  before  he  realized  that  the 
city’s  Cambodian  community 
needed  it’s  own  newspaper. 

With  an  estimated  17,000 
Cambodian  residents,  Lowell 
has  the  second  largest  Cambo¬ 
dian  community  in  the  United 
States.  The  need  for  the  com¬ 
munity  to  have  its  own  voice 
seemed  obvious.  “They  look  at 
the  Lowell  Sun  and  they  really 


don’t  know  what  the  Lowell  Sun 
is  saying  to  them,”  says  Eang, 
who  came  to  Lowell  from 
Washington  D.C.  at  the  urging 
of  relatives. 

So  when  Eang,  who  serves  as 
liason  to  the  South  East  Asian 
community  at  Middlesex  Com¬ 
munity  College,  heard  through  a 
student  that  Fred  Sheehy,  a  prin¬ 
ting  teacher  at  Greater  Lowell 
Regional  High  School,  wanted 
to  help  the  Cambodian  com¬ 
munity  start  its  own  newspaper, 


he  quickly  arranged  to  meet  with 
him. 

Sheehy  then  introduced  Eang 
to  the  owners  of  Sullivan  Bros, 
printing  company  in  Lowell, 
who  agreed  to  print  the  paper 
and  also  offered  Eang  working 
space,  a  laser  printer  and  a  com¬ 
puter.  Sheehy,  meanwhile,  of¬ 
fered  to  help  with  the  ads,  which 
have  so  far  covered  the  cost  of 
printing  the  paper. 

The  result  is  the  Cambodian 
Broadcaster,  a  large  format  bi

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Coyle  suggests  runner- 
up  build  second  project 

Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  director  Stephen 
Coyle  suggested  last  week  that 
the  community  group  not 
selected  to  build  housing  at  the 
R3-R3A  site  in  Chinatown  be 
allowed  to  develop  housing  on 
adjacent  land  owned  by  the  city. 

Coyle  suggested  that  allowing 
the  group  that  wasn’t  selected 
would  speed  up  the  process  of 
building  new  housing  in 
Chinatown.  “Maybe  we  can  get 
two  projects  in  the  ground  next 
year,”  he  said.  “It  certainly  is 
an  idea  worth  thinking  about.” 

The  Chinese  Economic 
Development  Council  and  the 
Asian  Community  Development 
Corporation  are  competing  to 
develop  the  R3-R3A  site  in 
Chinatown.  The  BRA  has 
parcels  across  the  street  from 
R3-R3A  where  it  also  wants 
to  build  housing. 

While  declining  to  say  which 
developer  he  favored  at  this 
point,  Coyle  said,  “I  have  a 
sense  that  one  team  is  slightly 
better  on  all  the  criteria.” _ 

New  trash  containers 
to  be  in  place  by  Sept. 

The  city  plans  to  have  new 


trash  containers  available  for 
Chinatown  businesses  and 
residences  by  September  as  part 
of  a  state  rodent  control  pro¬ 
gram. 

According  to  Sam  Wood, 
director  of  Inspectional  Services 
Rodent  Control,  the  state-funded 
pilot  program  to  distribute  the 
containers  in  Chinatown  is  part 
of  an  effort  to  control  rodents  by 
keeping  them  away  from  food 
sources. 

Because  many  businesses  and 
residents  continue  to  store  their 
garbage  in  inadequate  con¬ 
tainers,  garbage  and  trash  often 
ends  up  on  Chinatown  streets. 

The  pilot  program  will 
distribute  500  90-and  60-gallon 
Toter  containers  to  Chinatown 
residents  and  businesses.  The 
containers  would  be  picked  up 
by  specially  adapted  trash  pick¬ 
up  trucks. 

Wood  said  the  containers, 
which  are  currently  being  used 
in  a  number  of  US  cities,  may  be 
distributed  in  other  Boston 
neighborhoods  if  the  program  is 
effective.  Wood  said  that  rat 
control  will  become  especially 
important  when  digging  begins 
on  the  new  central  artery  and 
rats  start  to  move  into  nearby 
neighborhoods. 

While  the  state  recently  slash¬ 
ed  half  of  the  $300,000  rodent 
control  program  -  part  of  which

funds  the  Chinatown  container 
program  -  in  the  coming  fiscal 
year’s  budget.  Wood  said  he  is 
hopeful  the  money  would  be 
returned  in  a  supplemental 
budget.  He  said  the  loss  of  fun¬ 
ding  would  not  affect  the 
distribution  of  Toter  containers 
in  Chinatown. 

Attorney  General 
eyes  civil  rights  law 

The  Office  of  Attorney 
General  James  Shannon  is  work¬ 
ing  with  a  number  of  local 
groups  to  develop  legislation  to 
protect  people  from  prejudice  in 
the  event  that  a  1976  civil  rights 
decision  is  overturned  by  the 
Supreme  Court  later  this  year. 

At  the  same  time,  the  groups 
will  urge  Gov.  Michael  Dukakis 
to  address  the  issue  at  this 
month’s  Democratic  National 
Convention  as  well  as  during  the 
remainder  of  the  presidential 
campaign. 

The  actions  follow  the  recent 
announcement  by  Shannon  that 
he  was  joining  with  47  of  the  na¬ 
tion’s  attorneys  general  in  filing 
a  friend  of  the  court  brief  urging 
the  court  to  uphold  the  1976  Ru¬ 
nyon  v.  McCrary  decision, 
which  involved  a  private  school 
that  refused  to  admit  minority 
students. 

The  1976  decision,  which  the 
Supreme  Court  has  said  it  will 
reconsider,  upheld  the  rights  of 
minorities  to  sue  parties  for  in¬ 
tentional  racial  discrimination. 

Among  those  attending  a  re¬ 
cent  meeting  called  by  the  at¬ 
torney  general’s  office  to  further 
address  the  matter  were  Virgina 
Lee  of  the  attorney  general’s  of¬ 
fice,  as  well  as  representatives 
from  the  governor’s  office,  the 
Lawyer’s  Committee  for  Civil 
Rights,  and  the  Boston  Bar 
Association. 

Steve  Johnson  of  the  Boston 
Bar  Association  said  the  group 
will  work  “to  draft  a  bill  that 
would  close  any  loopholes  in  the 
law”  and  assure  the  continuation 
of  civil  rights  protection  if  the

“We  are  assembling  a  group 
of  constitutional  and  civil  rights 
authorities  to  examine  the  state 
of  the  law  in  Massachusetts,” 
Johnson  said.  In  developing  new 
legislation,  the  group  would  try 
“to  anticipate  the  kind  of  situa¬ 
tion  that  might  arise  if  Runyon 
were  eventually  overturned  by 
the  Supreme  Court,”  he  added. 

New  group  formed 
to  monitor  plan 

Members  of  the  Chinatown 
community  recently  formed  the 
Asian  Planning  Coalition  for  the 
Midtown  Cultural  District 
(APC),  a  group  to  study  and  ad¬ 
dress  Chinatown  concerns  over 
developments  in  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District. 

The  group  will  consist  of  two 
subcomittees  -  one  to  address 
cultural  issues  and  a  second  to 
address  development  issues.  In 
forming  the  two  subcommittees, 
the  group  wanted  to  assure  that 
both  cultural  and  development 
issues  of  concern  to  the 
Chinatown  community  are  ad¬ 
dressed  by  the  midtown  plan, 
said  coalition  member  Carol 
Lee. 

Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  director  Stephen 
Coyle,  who  addressed  the 
Chinatown  community  last  week 
on  the  cultural  district  plan,  told 
Lee  that  the  newly  formed 
group,  as  well  as  the 
neighborhood  council,  could 
both  address  cultural  plan  issues 
relating  to  Chinatown.

New  Taiwan  policies  are  more  liberal, 
official  tells  Tufts  discussion  group

Dr.  Yu-ming  Shaw,  director 
of  Taiwan’s  General  Govern¬ 
ment  Information  Office,  told  a 
discussion  group  at  Tufts 
University  recently  that  Taiwan 
has  been  making  major  strides  in 
altering  its  image  as  an 
authoritarian  state. 

In  a  round  table  discussion 
June  1 1  at  the  Fletcher  School  of 
Law  and  Diplomacy,  Shaw 
noted  that  Taiwan  had  made 
strides  in  a  number  of  areas  that 
increased  the  personal  freedoms 
of  its  citizens. 

In  the  past,  he  said,  many  peo¬ 
ple  had  an  image  of  Taiwan  as 
an  “authoritarian  state  under 
martial  law.  We  were  criticized 
for  that  for  many  years,”  he 
said. 

With  the  lifting  of  martial  law

last  year,  and  the  freedom  to 
take  up  to  $1  million  out  of  the 
country,  Taiwan’s  image  around 
the  world  should  begin  to 
change,  he  said.

allowing  citizens  with  relatives 
on  mainland  China  to  visit  there 
and  allowing  new  newspapers 
and  scholarly  works  from  the 
mainland  to  be  published. 

While  the  political  hegemony 
exerted  by  the  mainlanders  over 
the  native  Taiwanese  was 
criticized  in  the  discussion, 
Shaw  said  the  “relationship  bet¬ 
ween  the  two  groups  is  getting 
smoother  and  smoother.  Gone 
are  the  images  of  a  government 
ruled  by  the  minority, ”he  said. 

He  said  “the  society  has 
become  so  pluralistic”  that  no 
one  group  has  a  monopoly  and 
‘mechanism  is  in  motion 


to  assure  that  democracy”  is 
“really  the  order  of  the  day.” 

While  it  was  again  noted  that 
the  native  Taiwanese  were  still 
not  adequately  represented  in  the 
government,  Shaw  said  the 
country  was  moving  “with 
speed  in  bringing  them  into 
every  level  of  Taiwan  life.” 

In  commenting  on  the  rela¬ 
tionship  between  Taiwan  and  the 
People’s  Republic  of  China, 
Shaw  said  that  recent  changes  in 
Taiwan,  such  as  the  lifting  of 
martial  law,  allowing  people 
from  Taiwan  to  visit  relatives  on 
the  mainland,  and  the  lifting  of 
restrictions  on  newspapers, 
“should  be  understood  by  the 
other  side  as  friendly”  gestures 
“to  reduce  hostilities  between 
the  two  sides.” 

Mainland  China,  however, 
has  not  responded  in  kind,  Shaw 
charged.  The  People’s  Republic 
of  China,  he  said,  has  not 
responded  in  a  significant  way 
to  Taiwan’s  request  that  it  re¬ 
nounce  the  possible  use  of  force 
as  a  way  to  resolve  their  dif¬ 
ferences  and  to  discontinue  ef¬ 
forts  to  isolate  Taiwan  from  the 
rest  of  the  world. 

The  fact  that  Taiwan  has 
received  “nothing  favorable  as 
the  result  of  our  initiatives”  has 
made  Taiwan  reassess  its  at¬ 
titude  toward  the  mainland. 
“We  feel  we  have  not  been 
reciprocated  from  the  other

side,”  Shaw  said. 

“They  have  tackled  this  issue 
in  a  totally  mistaken  way,”  he 
added.  “If  you  want  reunifica¬ 
tion,  you  have  to  be  nice  first.” 

Shaw,  however,  did  not  reject 
the  possibility  that  the  two 
governments  could  eventually 
resolve  their  differences. 
“We’re  not  in  a  hurry,”  he  said. 
“Eventually  a  consensus  will  be 
formed  by  all  Chinese.” 

In  the  meantime,  the  20 
million  people  living  on  Taiwan 
want  to  be  allowed  to  continue 
their  “way  of  life  til  that  day  of 
reckoning  comes,”  he  said. 
Reunification,  he  suggested, 
could  only  come  on  a  voluntary 
basis. 

Shaw  also  commented  on  the 
the  success  of  Taiwan’s 
economy,  saying  that  it  would 
continue  to  move  in  the  direction 
of  high  technology  and  that  suc¬ 
cess  would  continue  as  long  as  a 
peaceful  climate  was  maintain¬ 
ed. 

Asked  if  the  return  of  Hong 
Kong  to  mainland  China  in  1997 
would  have  an  effect  on  Taiwan, 
Shaw  noted  that  the  return  will 
be  a  test  case.  “Personally  I 
think  Hong  Kong  is  going  to 
play  its  revolutionay  role  as  it 
always  has,”  he  said.  “Hong 
Kong  has  always  been  a 
transmitter  of  thoughts,  goods 
and  foreign  influences.” 

Shaw  said  that  Hong  Kong 
will  become  “a  hot  potato  for 
mainland  China,”  explaining 
that  if  Hong  Kong  remains 
capitalistic  and  sucessful  it  will 
take  the  shine  off  socialism, 
while  if  the  mainland  insists  on 
following  a  more  socialistic 
path,  and  fails,  it  would  be  view¬ 
ed  as  another  example  of  the 
“unproductive,  communist  way 
of  doing  things.” 

Shaw  said  that  his  government 
wasn’t  concerned  about  the  ill 
effects  that  the  return  of  Hong 
Kong  would  have  on  its  trade 
with  Hong  Kong  because  it 
wasn’t  large  enough  to  have  a 
serious  impact. 

Jeswaid  Salacuse,  dean  of  the 
Fletcher  School,  asked  Shaw 
what  his  government  was  doing 
about  the  infringement  of“ in¬ 
tellectual  property”  rights,  such 
as  patents  and  copy wrights,  on 
Taiwan  today. 

Shaw,  a  former  student  at  the 
Fletcher  school,  said  the 
government  was  making  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  deal  with  the  situation, 
but  that  new  laws  were  needed 
to  fully  resolve  the  problem.

weekly  newspaper  that  publish¬ 
ed  its  first  issue  April  23.  Writ¬ 
ten  for  the  most  part  in  Khmer, 
but  with  some  English  stories  as 
well,  the  Broadcaster  offers  a 
mix  of  news,  from  the  battles  of 
various  political  factions  seeking 
to  wrest  control  of  Cambodia 
from  its  Vietnamese  occupiers, 
to  births,  marriages,  and  other 
stories  relating  to  Lowell’s 
burgeoning  Cambodian  com¬ 
munity. 

Although  he  had  never  work¬ 
ed  for  a  newspaper  prior  to  star¬ 
ting  the  Broadcaster,  Eang,  who 
had  been  a  teacher  in  Cambodia 
before  coming  to  the  United 
States,  says  that  writing  has 
always  come  easily  to  him  and  it 
was  only  a  matter  of  time  before 
he  mastered  the  other  skills  in¬ 
volved  in  publishing  a 
newspaper. 

As  the  newspaper  evolves, 
Eang  says  he  will  continue  to 
seek  input  from  the  community 
“We  want  you  to  put  more  news 
about  Cambodia,”  people  have 
told  him,  he  says.  5 ‘They  miss 
their  country.” 

In  detailing  political 


developments  in  Cambodia, 
Eang  says  he  tries  to  remain 
neutral,  offering  information  on 
the  various  political  factions  vy¬ 
ing  for  influence  in  Cambodia 
today  but  declining  to  take  sides 
with  any.  “My  newspaper  is 
neutral,”  he  says.  “We  don’t 
take  any  stand.” 

There  are  currently  three  fac¬ 
tions  vying  to  oust  the  Viet-' 
namese  occupiers  from  Cam¬ 
bodia,  including  the  notorious 
Khmer  Rouge,  who  continue  to 
battle  against  the  Vietnamese- 
supported  govemmemt  in  Cam¬ 
bodia  today,  and  groups  led  by 
Prince  Norodom  Sihanouk  and 
Son  Sann.  The  three  have  form¬ 
ed  a  coalition  calling  for  a  Cam¬ 
bodian  government  free  of  Viet¬ 
namese  influence. 

Although  he  sees  the 
newspaper  as  a  vehicle  to  help 
the  Cambodian  community 
reach  a  consensus  on  their  coun¬ 
try’s  future,  Eang  admits  to 
favoring  Prince  Sihanouk,  the 
one  time  leader  of  Cambodia. 
“No  one  can  reunite  the  Cambo¬ 
dian  people  except  Prince 
Norodom  Sihanouk,”  Eang 
says.  “The  only  man  I  can  trust 
is  Prince  Sihanouk  to  solve  the 
Cambodian  problem.  People 
who  blame  Sihanouk  don’t  look 
at  the  long  range  -  they  have  a 
short  vision.”

bodia,  the  newspaper  also 
reports  on  developments  in  the 
Cambodian  community  here  as 
well  as  provides  information  to 
help  ease  the  transition  to  the 
new  culture.  “My  newspaper  is 
a  bridge  everyone  can  use,” 
says  Eang,  explaining  how  a  re¬ 
cent  issue  carried  a  story  on  fire 
prevention  since  many  of 
Lowell’s  Cambodians  live  in 
wooden  tenement  houses.  He 
says  the  newspaper,  which  he 
hopes  to  eventually  turn  into  a 
weekly,  will  also  address  such 
problems  as  crime  and  drugs  and 
their  effect  on  the  Cambodian 
community. 

Sheehy,  meanwhile,  sees  his 
effort  to  help  the  Cambodian 
community  start  a  newspaper  as 
part  of  a  Lowell  tradition.  In  the 
past,  Lowell  has  offered  a  home 


to  Irish,  French  Canadian, 
Greek  and  Hispanic  immigrants. 
Sheehy,  the  brother  of  State  Sen. 
Paul  Sheehy,  says  that  the 
Sullivan  family  has  offered  to 
help  the  Cambodians  because 
they  remember  that  the  Irish 
themselves  were  once  im¬ 
migrants  -  that  Irish  immigrants 
seeking  work  were  once  con¬ 
fronted  with  signs  that  read, 
“No  Irish  Need  Apply.” 

Since  the  mid-1980’s  Cambo¬ 
dians  in  increasing  numbers 
have  come  to  United  States, 
many  of  them  to  Lowell.  They 
fled  from  their  homeland  follow¬ 
ing  the  overthrow  of  the  brutal 
Khmer  Rouge  regime  and  the  in¬ 
vasion  of  Cambodia  by  the  Viet¬ 
namese  in  1979. 

Eang  says  that  many  Cambo¬ 
dians  have  come  to  Lowell  for  a 


number  of  reasons;  many  have 
family  members  here  and  -  like 
himself  -  came  to  Lowell  to  join 

other  family  members.  Also  at¬ 
tracting  Cambodians  to  Lowell, 
he  says,  are  the  city’s  quality 
schools  and  factories  that  offer 
three  shiffs,  which  allow  both 
members  of  a  family  to  work 
while  they’re  bringing  up  their 
children. 

Eang,  who  came  to  the  US  in 
1973  to  attend  the  University  of 
Maryland  and  later  studied 
foreign  affairs  at  George 
Washington  University,  says  the 
Cambodian  Broadcaster  is  the 
first  Cambodian  newspaper  to  be 
published  on  the  East  Coast. 
With  about  1300  copies  printed 
per  issue,  the  paper  is 
distributed  in  Lowell,  Boston 
and  Providence  R.I.,  and  is  sent 
by  mail  to  such  places  as 
California  and  Canada. 

While  no  one  gets  paid  for 
their  work  at  the  paper,  Eang 
says  he  is  nevertheless  “very 
happy”  with  the  outcome  so  far. 
“I  feel  that  the  community  is 
more  important  than  anything 
else,”  he  says.

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Haing  Ngor  tells  terror  of  Cambodia 
during  bloody  reign  of  Khmer  Rouge 


Haing  Ngor: 

A  Cambodian  Odyssey 

By  Haing  Ngor 
with  Roger  Warner.

When  the  Khmer  Rouge  in¬ 
vaded  Phnom  Penh  in  1975,  Dr. 
Haing  Ngor  was  in  his  clinic 
operating  on  a  soldier  of  the  Lon 
Nol  government. 

Waving  an  M-16  rifle,  a 
12-year-old  Khmer  Rouge 
soldier  entered  the  room  and 
asked  Ngor  where  the  doctor 
was.  “You  liar!”  the  soldier 
said  when  Ngor  denied  he  was 
one.  “If  I  don’t  find  the  doctor  , 
I’ll  come  back  and  kill  you!” 

Fearing  for  his  life,  and  know¬ 
ing  the  soldier  on  the  operating 
table  would  die,  Ngor,  over  the 
objections  of  a  fellow  doctor, 
orders  everyone  to  leave  the 
clinic  before  the  soldiers  return. 
It’s  a  decision  that  will  haunt 
him  for  years  to  come  and  a 
freightening  omen  of  the 
odyssey  he  is  about  to  begin. 

Opening  in  the  days  that  led  to 
the  Cambodian  civil  war  of  the 
I970’s,  “Haing  Ngor:  A  Cam¬ 
bodian  Odyssey”  tells  the  story 
of  one  man’s  passage  through 
the  twilight  world  of  Cambodia 
under  the  Khmer  Rouge.  It 
moves  from  Ngor’s  life  as  a 
comfortable  doctor  in  Phnom 
Penh,  to  his  days  as  a  rice 
farmer  under  the  Khmer  Rouge  , 
then  on  to  his  eventual  escape 
from  Cambodia  over  the  mine¬ 
laden  hills  of  Thailand.  It  ends  - 
oddly  enough  -  with  Ngor  being 
awarded  an  Oscar  for  Best  Sup¬ 
porting  Actor  for  his  role  as 
Cambodian  photographer  Dith 
Pran  in  the  movie  “The  Killing 
Fields.” 

From  the  very  first  day  he  saw 
them  -  when  they  invaded  his 
clinic  and  placed  a  gun  to  his 
head  -  Ngor  sensed  something 
awry  in  the  Khmer  Rouge. 
“There  was  something  ex¬ 
cessive  about  their  anger,” 
Ngor  thought  as  he  was  leaving 
his  clinic.  “Something  had  hap¬ 
pened  to  these  people  in  their 
years  in  the  forests.  They  had 
been  transformed.  They  were 
not  like  the  Cambodians  I  had 
known,  shy  and  a  bit  lazy  and 
polite.” 

Driven  from  Phnom  Penh  by 
the  Khmer  Rouge,  Ngor  and  his 
wife-to-be  Huoy  eventually  end 
up  on  what  was  called  the  “front 
lines,”  where  the  government 
would  mount  its  greatest  effort 
to  become  a  self-sufficient  socie¬ 
ty- 

Before  the  Khmer  Rouge 
came  to  power,  Ngor  led  a  com¬ 
fortable  middle  class  life  in 
Phnom  Penh,  dining  out 
regularly  in  French  restaurants 
aim  driving  a  black  Mercedes.  In 
contrast,  life  on  the  front  lines 
meant  stealing  food  at  night  and 
concealing  from  the  Khmer 
Rouge  his  former  life  as  a 
military  doctor  under  the  Lon 
Nol  government. 

On  the  front  lines  people 
worked  long  hours  in  the  rice 
fields,  only  to  be  fed  watery  rice 
at  the  end  of  the  day.  They  were

constantly  hungry  and 
sometimes  sick.  As  many  as  a 
million  Cambodians  are  said  to 
have  died  by  the  time  the  Viet¬ 
namese  invaded  the  country  in 
1979. 

Although  there  were  moments 
when  Ngor  seemed  to  resign 
himself  to  life  under  the  Khmer 
Rouge,  he  never  wavered  in  his 
quiet  contempt  for  their  failures: 
they  were  unable  to  provide 


enough  food  and  seldom  manag¬ 
ed  to  complete  projects;  they  re¬ 
jected  modem  medical  practices 
and  were  brutal  when  provoked. 
Finally,  there  was  their  constant 
demand  for  blind  allegiance  to 
Angka,  which  was  their  name 
for  the  leaders  of  the  Khmer 
Rouge,  whose  principal  figure 
was  Pol  Pot.

Vietnam  all  had  a  hand  in  deter¬ 
mining  Cambodia’s 

gruesome  fate,  Ngor  puts  much 
of  the  blame  on  Cambodia’s 
leaders  -  Prince  Norodom 
Sihanouk,  Lon  Nol  and  Pol  Pot 
each  in  their  own  way  failed  the 
Cambodian  people,  he  says. 

Because  it  contains  many 
graphic  descriptions  of  torture  in 
Khmer  Rouge  prisons,  Ngor’s 
story  is  at  times  a  disturbing  one 
to  read.  And  while  his  account 
of  daily  life  on  the  front  lines  oc¬ 
casionally  becomes  tedious,  the 
momentum  of  his  story  picks  up 
as  the  downfall  of  the  Khmer 
Rouge  and  the  Vietnamese  inva¬ 
sion  approaches. 

At  it  s  best,  Haing  Ngor’s  ac¬ 
count  is  the  story  of  one  man’s 
trials  with  an  oppressive  govern¬ 
ment  -  in  this  case  a  communist 
one  -  and  the  terror  that  can 
develop  when  a  way  of  life  is 
forced  on  a  people  in  the  name 
of  an  ideal.  It  shows  how  sinister 
an  ideal  becomes  when  pro¬ 
moted  by  people  lacking  the 
foresight  to  see  that  blind 
allegiance  to  it  can  easily  lead  to 
its  opposite;  that  a  fanatical 
quest  for  justice  for  all  too  often 
leads  to  death  for  many. 

Although  Ngor  seems  by 
nature  to  be  a  survivor,  he  fares 


badly  at  times  under  the  Khmer 
Rouge.  Three  times  he  is  tor¬ 
tured  by  soldiers  who  try  to 
force  him  to  admit  he  had  been  a 
doctor  in  Phenom  Penh.  While 
he  loses  the  tip  of  his  finger  on 
one  occasion,  others  weren’t  as 
fortunate:  his  father  was  ap¬ 
parently  taken  away  and  killed 
for  stealing  food,  while  Huoy 
dies  in  childbirth  because  Ngor 
hasn’t  the  instruments  to  per¬ 
form  a  Cesarean  birth  and  also 
because  he’s  afraid  to  expose 
himself  as  a  doctor  -  a  decision, 
like  that  of  abandoning  the  pa¬ 
tient  on  the  operating  table,  that 
will  continue  to  haunt  him  in  the 
years  ahead. 

What  makes  Ngor’s  story  so 
unusual  is  that,  through  a 
strange  turn  of  events  -  his 
movie  role  and  Oscar  -  he  has 
been  given  the  opportunity  to  tell 
the  world  his  story  -  the  kind  of 
story  that  won’t  be  easily  forgot¬ 
ten  and  that  sadly  casts  doubt  on 
the  power  of  revolutionary 
movements  to  realize  their  ideals 
without  resorting  to  violence  and 
oppression. 

Too  often  there’s  a  gun  behind 
the  ideal,  and  the  person  with  his 
hand  on  the  trigger  becomes  the 
one  who  decides  who  will  live 
and  who  will  die.

three  awarded  college  scholarships

The  school’s  “vision  is  to 
create  a  community  -  a  school 
culture  -  which  reflects  and  sup¬ 
ports  basic  cultural  values,” 
said  council  president  Jean  Chin 
at  the  recent  Last  Day  Perfor¬ 
mance  of  the  Newton  Cantonese 
School. 

Chin  told  a  group  of  parents 
and  students  that  the  cultural  and 
language  curricula  of  the 
Newton  Cantonese  School  were 
designed  to  promote  a  positive 
cultural  identity  among  young 
Chinese  Americans.

Also  speaking  at  last  day 
ceremonies  was  school  principal 
Helen  Leong,  who  said  that  em¬ 
phasis  had  been  placed  this  year 
on  the  conversational  cur¬ 
riculum  in  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  Chinese  is  a  second 
language  for  Chinese  American 
children. 

Leong  thanked  the  students’ 
parents,  many  of  whom  are 
teachers  in  the  school,  for  their 
efforts  in  passing  on  Chinese 
Language  and  culture  to  their 
children. 

In  ending  the  school  year,  the 
school’s  Long  Range  Planning 
Committee  also  awarded  $500 
scholarships  to  three  high  school 
students.  The  winners  were 
chosen  on  their  academic  stan¬ 
ding  as  well  as  their  contribu¬ 
tions  to  the  Chinese  community. 

Selected  as  scholarship  reci¬ 
pients  were  Melissa  Chan  and 
Wen  Yee  Lee  of  Boston  Latin

in  Chinatown  and  has  studied 
Chinese  calligraphy  and  painting 
since  she  was  a  child.  An  assis¬ 
tant  teacher  at  the  Newton 
Chinese  School,  Lee  speaks 
fluent  Cantonese  and  will  attend 
the  Massachusetts  College  of 
Pharmacy  in  the  fall.  She  says 
that  being  an  Asian  American 
offers  positive  rewards  since  it 
allows  her  to  blend  the  qualities 
of  two  cultures  in  shaping  her 
life.

Coyle  said  that  the  1960’s  agreements 
“were  steps  toward  agreement,"  but  not 
“contracts  that  governed  the  disposition 
of  land." 

Anne  Levine,  director  of  planning  at 
NEMC,  said  last  week  that  the  hospital 
believes  the  available  land  adjacent  to  the 
Oak  Street  building  could  be  used  for  a 
number  of  purposes,  including  additional 
hospital  beds,  community  housing  and 
community  services. 

“We’re  very  much  open  to  having  a 
dialogue  with  the  neighborhood  council 
on  how  they  would  like  to  use  the  site,” 


she  said. "We’ve  said  all  along  that  none 
of  those  (Quincy  council)  services  would 
be  discontinued.” 

“We  don’t  want  this  kind  of  adver¬ 
sarial  relationship  with  the  community,” 
she  added.  "Those  services  will  be  main¬ 
tained.” 

Levine  said  “the  medical  center  has 
very  real  needs  of  its  own,”  explaining 
that  teaching  hospitals  throughout  the  city 
have  been  experiencing  increased  de¬ 
mand  because  of  the  sophisticated  ser¬ 
vices  they  offer  that  often  aren’t  available 
at  smaller  hospitals.  “We  have  a  respon¬ 
sibility  to  try  to  respond  to  those 
demands,”  she  said. 

Earlier  this  month,  in  a  somewhat  con¬ 
tentious  neighborhood  council  meeting, 
the  Quincy  council  sought  the  support  of 
the  neighborhood  council  in  its  fight  to 
stop  NEMC  from  gaining  control  of  the

build  500  new  units  in  Chinatown,  as  well 
as  another  150  on  the  Hinge  Block  -  the 
area  enclosed  by  Boylston,  Washington, 
Sruan  and  Tremont  streets  -  that  would  be 
targeted  for  Chinatown.  Another  150 
units  would  also  be  sought  through  zon¬ 
ing  either  in  Chinatown  or  in  the  midtown 
district. 

If  the  BRA  succeeds  in  realizing  the 
plan,  it  would  more  than  likely  lead  to 
drastic  changes  in  the  shabby  Combat 
Zone  environment  and  the  nearby  Hinge 
Block  at  Chinatown’s  border. 

The  plan  calls  for  the  establishment  of 
an  Asian  arts  center  as  well  as  a  major 
new  public  area  on  the  Hinge  Block, 
which  the  plan  says  will  be  a  “low-rise 
development"  area  to  ease  the  transition 
from  a  low-rise  Chinatown  to  the  rest  of 
the  cultural  district. 

Other  benefits  to  Chinatown  include 
the  targeting  of  retail  space  for 
Chinatown  businesses  in  large  midtown 
developments  and  the  expansion  of 
Chinatown  businesses  to  Washington 
Street  and  the  Hinge  Block.  It  also  plans 
to  make  the  roughly  1 ,000  job  training 
slots  available  through  job  linkage  pro¬ 
grams  to  the  Chinatown  community, 
which  would  also  have  access  to  the 
10,000  construction  and  16,000  perma¬ 
nent  jobs  created  by  the  district  plan. 

While  increased  traffic  as  development 
increases  would  be  a  major  Chinatown 
concern,  the  BRA  says  it  has  hired  con¬ 
sultants  to  study  the  problem  so  that  it 
could  be  controlled  and  managed  in  the 
future.  The  plan  also  suggests  the 
development  of  a  new  midtown  subway 
line  running  from  the  Boylston  Green 
Line  station  to  South  Station,  with  a  stop 
at  the  Chinatown  Orange  Line. 

Assuming  the  Combat  Zone  is  phas¬ 


ed  out,  Chinatown  would  open  up  onto  a 
more  inviting  border  area  and  would  be 
linked  with  the  Back  Bay,  Boston  Com¬ 
mon,  and  the  Financial  District. 

The  plan  also  suggests  that  a  proposed 
Beach  Street  pedestrian  mall  could  link 
Chinatown  with  the  Hinge  Block  and  the 
heart  of  the  cultural  district,  while  a  se¬ 
cond  plaza  at  the  intersection  of  Harrison 
and  Essex  streets  could  further  link  the 
two  districts. 

The  Chinatown  contingent  at  last 
week’s  meeting  included  representatives 
from  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council,  the  Chinatown  Housing  and 
Land  Development  Task  Force,  the 
Chinese  Economic  Development  Coun¬ 
cil,  the  Chinese  Culture  Institute,  the 
Asian  American  Resource  Workshop, 
and  the  Quincy  School  Community  Coun¬ 
cil. 

While  Chinatown  representatives 
seemed  generally  to  favor  the  plan,  the 
community  recently  formed  the  Asian 
Planning  Coalition  for  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District,  which  will  meet 
regularly  to  address  development  and 
cultural  issues  as  the  midtown  plan  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  developed.  The  plan  released 
last  week  -  which  will  continue  to  be 
reviewed  -  is  not  the  final  plan. 

At  a  meeting  at  the  Chinese  Culture  In¬ 
stitute  last  week,  BRA  director  Stephen 
Coyle  discussed  the  plan  with  a  cross  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  Asian  community,  explaining 
that  developments  in  the  district  in  the 
years  ahead  would  involve  community 
review. 

“It’s  a  great  opportunity  for  the  Asian 
community  to  get  involved  in  this,” 
Coyle  said,  adding  that  “Chinatown  has 
some  specific  concerns  that  have  to  be  ad¬ 
dressed  by  Chinatown.” 

“The  opportunities  here  are  real,”  said 
Coyle.  “So  are  the  risks.” 


voted  to  support  the  Quincy  council. 

Chairman  William  Moy  said  the  coun¬ 
cil  had  only  been  informed  of  the  request 
that  morning  and  didn’t  have  sufficient 
time  to  study  the  matter  thoroughly.  "1 
don’t  mind  making  that  decision,”  he 
said,  “but  I’d  like  to  make  that  decision 
in  a  rational  manner.” 

Meanwhile,  Marilyn  Lee-Tom  and 
Carol  Lee  of  the  Chinatown  Housing  and 
Land  Development  Task  Force  urged  the 
council  to  make  a  decision.  "It  really 
can’t  wait  till  next  week  or  the  week 
after,”  said  Lee.  “Either  you  want 
Chinatown  to  have  control  and  be  at  Oak 
Street  or  you  don’t.” 

Ron  Fong,  the  BRA’s  project  director 
for  R3-R3A  housing,  said  the  real  issue 
was  “about  your  being  able  to  control  the 
land  and  the  use  of  land  in  this  communi¬ 


ty.” 


Lee-Tom,  meanwhile,  noted  the  irony 


of  “hearing  the  city  defending  the  com¬ 
munity’s  right  to  use  its  own  land,”  rather 
than  the  community  itself.  "What  are  we 
doing  here,  aren’t  you  representing  this 
community?”  she  asked  the  council. 

Council  member  Robert  Guen  argued 
that  rejecting  past  agreements  could  set  a 
precedent  that  in  the  future  could  work 
against  the  community  if  future  city  ad¬ 
ministrations  and  BRA  staff  weren’t  as 
attentive  to  Chinatown’s  needs  as  they  are 
now.  He  said  the  city  could  then  break 
agreements  protecting  Chinatown  in¬ 
terests  as  well. 

Ting-Fun  Yeh,  the  BRA’s  Chinatown 
planner,  took  issue  with  Guen,  saying 
that  Chinatown’s  needs  had  changed  and 
the  BRA  was  working  to  respond  to  the 
neighborhood’s  housing  shortage  through 
zoning  and  the  Chinatown  master  plan. 
“Our  support  of  the  neighborhood  is  very 
clear,”  she  said  of  the  BRA.
